Ex-Czar Is Exiled|() AIMINE VICTORY 


To the Birthplace 
Of Priest Rasputin 


Nicholas and Family in To- 
bolsk, Siberia, Where Mys- 
tic Monk Was Born, Who 
Largely Provoked Russ 
Revolution. 


Petrograd, August -9.—@t was offi- 
cially announced today, for the first 
time, that the new residence of Nicholas 
Romanoff, the-deposed emperor, is at 
Tobolsk, a western Siberia town which 
recently achieved a dubious publicity 
in revolutionary Russia as the birth 
place of Gregory Rasputin, the mystic 
Monk, who wielded a remarkable influ- 
ence over the ex-emperor’s family up 
to the time of the priest’s assassination 
in Petrograd last December. 

The official announcement says: 

“Owing to reasons of state, the gov- 


ernment decided to transfer to a new | 


resigfence the ex-emperor and ex-em- 
press, who are detained under guard. 
The place selected was Tobolsk, where 
they were taken after requisite meas- 
ures to insure their safety. With them 
went of their own free will their chil- 
dren and certain of their entourage.” 
The train in which Nicholas Roman- 
off traveled to Tobolsk had a long d@- 
lay on the journey, owing to a break- 
down of the locomotive. 
According to some newspapers, the 
ex-imperial family will reside perma- 
nently in the former governor's pal-

BRI "ORCES 
GAIN ON SOMME 
AND NEAR YPRES 


London, August 19.—British troops 
this morning stormed the German 
trenches in the neighborhood of Gille- 
mont farm, between the towns of Lem- 
pire and Bony, on the Somme front in 
France. On this same front British raid- 
ing parties last night entered German 
positions southwest of MHavrincourt. 
Field Marshal Haig reports that heavy 
casualties were inflicted on the Teuton 
garrisons. 

The text of the statement given out 
by the war office today reads: 

“We carried out a successful local 
operation early this morning south of 
Epehy, in which we captured the Ger- 
man trenches in the neighborhood of 
Gillemont farm and took several pris- 
oners. Last night our raiding parties 


entered the enemy’s positions south- 
west of Havrincourt and returned with 
a few prisoners after inflicting heavy 
casualties on the hostile garrison. 
“On the night of Thursday and Fri- 
day enemy aircraft bombed the Brit- 
ish casualty clearing stations. Ten 
wounded German prisoners were kill- 
ed. Nine wounded German prisoners 
were again wounded by German

ABOUT PEACE TERMS 


Berlin Asserts Military and 
Economic Situation Is 
Now Greatly to Advantage 
of Central Powers. 


REICHSTAG COMMITTEE 
TO DISCUSS POPE’S NOTE 


Opinion Prevails in Many 
Quarters That the Reichs- 
tag Should Reiterate Prin- 
ciples of Peace Resolution 
' Recently Adopted. 


Berlin, August 19.—(Via London.)— 
The main committee of the reichstag 
will meet next Tuesday to deal with 
the military and economic situation in 
the empire which is said to be con- 
siderably improved over conditions ex- 
isting six weeks ago, when the politi- 
cal crisis occurred. At this time the 
Russians were penetrating farther into 
Galicia, while the U-boat figures threat- 
ened to show a falling off in sunken 
tonnage. 

The food situation in Germany was 
then anything but confidence-inspiring, 
due to a shortage of potatoes and ab- 
sence of new vegetables and fruit and 
to reduced bread rations. Today the 
food situation has been eased by the 
arrival of a new potato crop, added 
bread rations and an improvement in 
the supply of vegetables, while the 
military situation on the eastern front, 
according to the official leaders, has 
been converted into an overwhelming 
rout of the Russians and Rumanians 
and a redemption of Austrian soil from 
the invaders. 

The outstanding military feature 
since the quieting of the recent politi- 
cal storm, however, is found on the 
Lwestern front, where the entente of- 
fensive in Flanders, in the German 
view, is again halted and the German 
U-boat base on the Belgian coast has 
been successfully defended.

QUTLINED FOR MEN 
UF DRAFTED ARMY 


Trench Warfare and Open 
Warfare Will Be Consid- 
ered of Equal Importance 
at Camp Gordon. 


TRAINING WILL COVER 
FOUR MONTHS’ PERIOD 


Men Will Be Under Arms 
Four Hours a Day at First, 
and Later Will Have 
Eight-Hour Schedule. 


General Orders No. 9, just issued from 
the headquarters of the department of 
the southeast, contain the instructions 


which are to govern the training and 
discipline of the men who are to be 
trained at Camp Gordon and other sim- 
ilar- camps in this department, pending 
the issue of orders by the war depart- 
ment. 

The object to be attained in this 
training, according to this order, 1s 
to prepare the troops for overseas 
service at the earliest practicable date. 
While thorough training in trench war- 
fare is vital, it must be kept in mind 
that the gains made by assaults on an 


entrenched line will always be com- 
paratively small and indecisive unless 
the troops are so trained as to be able 
to take up promptly open warfare 
whenever opportunity offers. For this 
reason trench wartare and open war- 
fare are interdependent and will be 
considered of equal importance in the 
conduct of training. 

Maintain Present Organization. 

The present organization of units, 
which do not differ sufficiently from 
the British and French armies greatly, 
will be maintained for the present. 

The training will be divided into 
three classes, preliminary, field and 
special, and will cover a period of four 
months. It is expected that the prelim-

GERMANS DRIVEN

“The German prisoners captured by 
the allies during the fighting Thursday 
northeast of Ypres now are ascertain- 
ed to number 2,114, including 55 offi- 
cers. 

“Strong westerly winds prevailed 
yesterday. The activity of our air- 
Planes continued, bombing raids and 
artillery and photographic work were 
carried out successfully throughout the 
day. Three rman airplanes were 
brought down in the fighting; four 
others were driven down out of con- 
trol. Eight of ours are missing.” 


ALLIES FAIL, 
GERMANS SAY. 


Berlin, August 19.—(Via London.)-— 
The repulse of entente allied attacks 
south of Langemarck and in the Artois 
region and the penetration of French 
positions by the Germans on the Chem- 
in-Des-Dames aye chronicled in the war 
office communication issued today. In 
air fighting Saturday nineteen air- 
planes and one captive balloon were 
shot down by the Germans, says the 
statement, which follows: 

“In Flanders the fighting on the 
coast and from the Yser to the Lys 
was again very vigorous, especially 
during the evening. In the Bixschoote- 
Hooge sector early this morning the ar- 
tillery duels increased to drum-fire. 

“South of Lagemarck the enemy de- 
livered an attack during which tanks, 
enveloped in artificial fog, were used 
with the intention of breaking the way 
for the infantry. After an initial pene- 
tration of our lines the enemy every- 
where was repulsed. | 

“In Artois the firing attained great 
intensity at La Bassee canal, on both 
sides of Lens and on the southern bank 
of the Scarpe. Near Havrincourt and 
west of Catalet—southwest and south 
of Cambria—the Iinglish, after artil- 
lery preparation, attacked with strong 
reconnoitering detachments, but were 
repulsed in hand-to-hand fighting. St. 
Quentin has again been subjected to 
artillery fire by the French. 

“Army of the German Crown Prince: 
On the Chemin-Des-Dames our raiding 
troops penetrated the enemy’s trenches 
east of the Boye farm and annihilated 
their occupants, which consisted solely 
of French colored troops. We carried 
out a successful enterprise on the Bri- 
mont. Several prisoners were taken. 

“In Western Champagne there has 
been lively firing. Near Verdun the 
artillery duel continues. Even during 
the night the strong destructive fire 
between Avocourt wood and Ornes 
slackened a little. 

“French airmen attacked our captive 
balloons unsuccessfully. Baden thrust- 
ing detachments in the Caudieres wood 
inflicted losses upon the French by a 
bold surprise attack and returned with 


“Yesterday nineteen airplanes and 
one captive balloon were shot down in 
aerial encounters. Chasing Echelon No. 
11 for a long time, conducted by Cap- 
tain Richthofen after seven months of 
activity downed its 200th adversary 
vesterday. One hundred and twenty- 
one machines and 196 machine guns 
have been captured by this echelon. 

“Front of the Grand Duke Rup- 
prechet: There has been no fighting 
on a large scale.” 

The French official communication 
tonight reads: 

“The artillery fighting has taken on 
marked activity in the region of Braye 
and Cerny, as well as on both banks 
of the Meuse, particularly in the seo- 
tor of Bezonvaux. There was no ih- 
fantry action. 

“Six hundred shells 
Rheims, one civilian being wounded. 

“Our pursuit airplanes displayed par- 
ticular activity during the day of Au- 
gust 18. Eleven German airplanes fell 
in flames or ’were completely destroy- 
ed after aerial combats with our pilots. 
In addition, six enemy machines were 
forced to land within their lines, seri- 
ously damaged. 

“In the yight of August 17-18 and in 
the day Q& August 18 airplanes bom- 
barded the railway stations at Corte- 
marck, Thourout, Lichtervelde, Ostende 
and Cambrai, 6ncampments in the forest 
of Houthulst, the railway station at 
Dun-Sur-Meuse and munitions depots 
at Bantheville. A fire broke out in the 
Cambrai station and establishments.” 


RUSS FIRE STOPS 
HEAVY ASSAULTS 
BY THE GERMANS 


Petrograd, August 19.— German 
troops yesterday attacked the Russian 
positions near the village of Stakhovy 
on the Vilna front, but, according to 
the Petrograd war office, the attack 
broke down under the Russian fire. 

On the Rumanian front Austro-Ger- 
mans several times assaulted the Rus- 
so Rumanian lines sout hof Grozechti, 
in southwest Moldavia, but were re- 
pelled. The battle in the Slanic re- 
xion lasted all days and ended in the 
evening with the Teutons being re- 
pulsed. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Western (Russian) Front: South- 
west of Lake Narocz about two com- 
panies of Germans, supported by artil- 
lery fire, attacked our trenches in the 
region of the village of Stakhovay, 
but were repulsed by our barrage fire.

“Russian Front: In the direction of 
Ocna the enemy last night launched 
several attacks south of Grozechti, but 
was repulsed.

“Caucasian Front: In the direction of 
Kharput unimportant Turkish attacks 
were repulsed.

Our flights of air- 
planes and airships have bombarded 
troops massed behind the enemy lines.”

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Wilson Put Sweet Potatoes SUNNING STRONGHOLDS 
On Bill of Fare of Army 


——,,, 


President Credited With 
Inducing Quartermaster’s 
Department to Include the 
Southern Product Among 
Food Supplies. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. | 
Washington, August 19.—(Special. 


Correspondence.)—President Wilson is 
personally credited with having in- 
duced the quartermaster department of 
the army to place on the bill of fare 
of Uncle Sam’s fighting men one of 
the best farm products of Georgia and 
the south, the sweet potato. 

The story of how the president se- 
cured this amendment to the depart- 


ment’s regulations and included the 
Georgia yam among the food supplies 
to be furnished the soldiers, was told 
to me by Representative Frank Park 
of the Second Georgia district, who has 
been fighting for several years to ob- 
tain a better standing for this farm 
product. He says the order which will 
make Uncle Sam a big purchaser of 
sweet potatoes will mean a money re- 
turn of not less than $10,000,000 to. 
Georgia farmers, and probably $100,- 
000,000 for the south. 

“A new market has been created for 
one of our best food products,” said 
Representative Park. “This action 
standardizes, stabilizes and stapleizes 
our sweet potatoes. It will result in 
making our soldiers more contented 
by giving them the food they have 
been accustomed to at home. That it 
is good fare for fighting men was 
proven by Francis Marion, the Swamp 
Fox, whose men mainly subsisted on 
it while fighting the British in the 
revolution. Now that our boys and 
Tommy Atkins are fighting shoulder 
to shoulder against a common enemy, 
we should raise enough sweet pota- 
toes to feed them both. New plans 
worked out by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture for storing 
sweet potatoes have removed the great- 
est objection to their wider use. 

“Do you know that up to this time 
only sweet potatoes furnished to the 
men in the United States army have 
been the canned variety? They might 
as well have issued canned watermelon. 
No wonder sweet potatoes haven't had 
any standing in the army. But now 
it will be different. I have been work- 
ing for several years to get the depart- 
ment of agriculture to devise some 
better method of storing our sweet 
potato crop. They have recently per- 
fected a plan based on the principle of 
the old sawmill dry kiln and it is be- 
ing wsed with wonderful success by 
the farmers in my district and 
throughout the south. Copies of the 
bulletin explaining this method will 
be furnished on application. 

Percentage of Loss HKeduced. 

“In some cases a number of farm- 
ers have entered into a co-operative 
plan of building a warehouse. . The 
percentage of loss on the crop has been 
reduced to a minimum. This great sav- 
ing, together with the wider mar- 
ket which has been provided, will 
mean money in our farmers’ pockets.” 

It may be remarked here, that there 
is no man in congress who goes after 


anything harder than Judge Park when 
he is convinced the proposition has 
merit. On July 20 last he received a 
letter from L. B. Jackson, director of 
the bureau of markets in the Georgia 
department of agriculture, saying: 

“We are receiving letters each day 
from Georgia farmers asking us how 
they should approach the army officers 
to make sales of sweet potatoes. What 
shall we answer them? You are their 
only hope.” 

Mr. Jackson quoted the government's 
figures to show that Georgia's crop of 
sweet potatoes this year was estimated 
at 10,150,000 as compared to 7,520,000 
last year; and the entire crop at 82,- 
200,000, an increase of nearly 10,000,000 
bushels over last year. 

When a request was made to Quar- 
termaster General Sharpe that he in- 
chude sweet potatoes in the army ra- 
tion, he objected that there was no 
demand for them, and that his depart- 
ment was, therefore, not in the mar- 
ket for them. Representative Park, 
on learning this, decided to make a 
personal appeal to the president. He 
wrote a letter to President Wilson, 
which all the other members of the 


delegation who were in the city joined 


in signing, saying: 

“We respectfully ask, Mr. President, 
that you have this matter investigated, 
and are confident you will then fee} 
warranted in including the sweet po- 
tato in the ration. prescribed for the 
army.” 

Immediately following the dispatch 
of this letter, things began to happen. 
The quartermaster corps made some 
further discoveries. They learned that 
sweet potatoes, when properly stored, 
according to the improved new method, 
would last for twelve months in excel- 
lent condition; that weight for weight, 
their food value was 50 per cent higher 
than that of Irish potatoes, which are 
a standard army ration. The large 
number of southern men being drafted 
into the army had been accustomed to 
sweet potatoes all their lives and de- 
sired them as food. 

Wilson to Park. 
A week after Mr. Park dispatched 
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his letter to the president, he received 
this reply: 
The White 


My Dear Mr. Park:

Power of British Artillery 
Forces Teutons to Adopt 
New Methods of Defense. 


British Front in France and Bel- 
gium, August 19.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The beginning of the fourth 
year of the war finds the « Germans 
rapidly making a radical change in 
their method of defense along the Brit- 
ish battle front in northern France and 
Belgium. The continuous lines of won- 
derfully constructed forward trenches 
with their deep dugouts, in which lived 
and fought great numbers of men, are 
fast passing into the giscard. 

Advance Forces Scattered. 

The enemy is adopting the system of 
scattering his advance forces over a 
great depth. Cunningly obstructed 


strongholds among the myriads of shell 
holes along the front now conceal in- 


numerable small and more or less iso- 
lated garrisons of men who formerly 
shoulder to shoulder along

So it has come to be'depth of de- 
fenses upon which the German depends 
in many places rather than the 
Strength of his. first line trenches. 
The recent allied offensive east and 
north of Ypres disclosed many exam- 
ples of this new scheme of fighting, 
which bids fair to take the place of the 
tactics of the last three years, 

Outposts in Shell Craters, 

Wherever the German front line 
trenches have been made untenable or 
where a British attack is expected, one 
finds the new order of things. The 
new first German lines often consist of 
strong outposts concealed in shell cra- 
ters or copses, and a considerable dis- 
tance apart. 

Back of these outposts are chains of 
shell hole nests, each nest consisting 
of two or three craters connectéd by 
underground passages that often lead 
to dugouts. As the entire territory is 
pitted with holes, this is easy of ac- 
complishment, and it may be presumed 


; that the Germans figure it will be hard 


for the allied

thousands of others scattered about. 

Where time has allowed, the Ger- 
mans have made the shell hole defenses 
with elaborate care. Each nest is heav- 
ily protected bv barbed wire, and the 
beneath are reinforced with 
timbers and concrete. In these the in- 
fantry lurk with. machine guns and 
rifles, ready to rush out and begin fir- 
ing if an attack is ‘launched against 
them. 

The defenses within Lens and sub- 
urbs are striking examples of the Ger- 
man tendency to depend more and more 
upon large numbers of semi-isolated 
garrisons rather than to mass _§ their 
men in trenches, where they would be 
at the mercy of the British artillery. 
Lens is a city of concrete, and the 
ground beneath is honeycombed with 
tunnels. Almost every building has 
been destroyed by the Germans, and 
the ruins have been fortified with ma- 
chine gun emplacements.

Statement by Baker. 


Secretary of War Baker recently gave 
out the following statement in regard 
to the nitrate plant situation, which is 
not at all encouraging to the friends 
of Muscle Shoals or any other southern 
water power project which might be 
available for the establishment of a 
Single nitrate plant capable of supply- 
ing the government and the farmers: 

“In view of the general interest in 

the matter of the proposed federal 
nitrate plant and of the numerous in- 
quiries camcerning the progress made 
and the possibility o establishing 
Plants at different localities, the fol- 
lowing Statement is issued to furnish 
such information as it is thought per- 
missible to make public under present 
circumstances: 
“Extensive studies by federal scien- 
tists have been made, bothinthe Unit- 
ed States and abroad, of all known 
practicable processes for the fixation 
of nitrogen, together with investizga- 
tions and explorations of different de- 
posits which appeared to offer promise 
of unusual value for the production of 
explosives and fertilizers. 

“The earlier view concerning the 
plant was that a large amount of wa- 
ter power would be an indispensable 
requirement and that the location 
should therefore be restricted to sites 
offering such possibility. In accord- 
ance with this view the president ap- 
pointed a board consisting of the secre- 
taries of war, interior and agriculture, 
to consider, through actual examina- 
tion or otherwise, water power sites 
in different parts of the United States. 
This board entered upon its duties and 
held hearings and examined localities 
in one section of the country, when in 
the course of their investigations, seri- 
ous doubt arose as to the efficiency of 
processes requiring a large amount of 
power as compared with certain other 
processes requiring relatively little 
power and already commercially suc- 
oe or rapidly approaching that 
point. 


Careful Study Urged. 


“Considering the wide extent of the 
coast and frontiers of the United States 
and its numerous and far separated 


;supply points, both for explosives and 


fertilizers, it will be realized that a 
process capable of installation at sev- 
eral different laces convenient to 
strategic distribution centers, pos- 
sesses a great advantage for national 
purposes over a process which must 
be tied to a power generating locali- 
ty possibly more or less remote, both 
from supplies or raw material and 
from distribution depots. The most 
careful study should therefore be given 
to methods’ before undertaking the 
costly work of final installation of 
plants. 

“The undertakings now in hand are 
consequently largely devoted to process 
investigations.

| TROLLEY LINE 
PROBLEM. 


. |Forrest Adair, who is a stockholder 
lin the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, in discussing the situation said: 
“This transportation problem is not 
essentially a railroad proposition, but 
ohe for a trolley line. There will be 
séveral thousand soldiers off and a 
town every day, and down town 18s 
where we want them. They are men 
who will have money to spend, and we 
have got to have some aPfrangement | 
whereby they can get to town. 

“TI stood at Buckhead for three-quar- 
ters of an hour Saturday afternoon and 
saw people struggling almost in a riot 
to get to the single-line cars now run- 
ning to and beyond that point. I 
thought I was seeing the maximum of 
congestion from the people working 
at Camp Gordon then. But later when 
I went out to Camp Gordon, I found 
that the workmen there had not eve 
yet quit work. I can’t imagine wha 
the traffic congestion must be already 
when those thousands of workmen are 
ready to go home. 

“In a short while there will be 50,000 
soldiers at Camp Gordon. Besides 
these soldiers there will be several 
thousands of friends and relatives of 
these soldiers in town every day. With 
a single trolley track to Camp Gordon, 
it would be impossible to handle the 
visitors to the camp, if not a single 
soldier ever got on a car. A single- 
track line could not handle the busi- 
ness out there now. I do not say this 
in.a spirit of criticising what the street 
car company has done, but it is a pity 
that what is being done could not have 
been started earlier. 

‘Tt may be necessary to have some 
sort of a railroad service until the es- 
sential trolley arrangements can be 
completed, but railroad trains running 
on a schedule every so often between 
Atlanta and Camp Gordon is not what 
we need. The great crowds who will 
come and go between Atlanta and the 
camp will want to come and go when 
they get ready, and it is going to take 
a continuous service to relieve the con- 
gestion. 


DOUBLE TRACK 
NECESSARY. — 


"T regret to say that the street car 
company, in the attitude it has as- 
sumed toward this problem, is on the 
defensive for the first time in its his- 
tory, so far as I can recall. In the past 
the street car company has always 
méasured up to the full requirements 
of everything that might be necessary 
for the progress and the betterment of 
the city. It is distinctly up to the 
street car company in this crisis. The 
trolley line to Camp Gordon ought to 
be double-tracked at once.” 

E. P. McBurney, another stockholder 
in the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, was not only of the opinion that 
the conditions demanded a double 
track, but it was his belief that the 
construction of such a line would be a 
paying enterprise. Mr. McBurney said 
that he realizes that it will take time 
to get deliveries of material and ma- 
chinery for the line, and that, in view 
of this, he thinks the Southern railway, 
as soon as its line and equipment is 
sufficiently relieved from the move- 
ment of troops, ought to inaugurate a 
passenger service between Atlanta and 
Camp Gordon. 

The committee was unanf*¥ously of 
the opinion that a double track trolley 
line is absolutely necessary to meet 
the exigencies of the situation. Among 
members of the committee who express- 
ed this view besides Mr. Adair and Mr. 
McBurney were Mell R Wilkinson, J. 


M, B. Hoxsey, Mr. Schoen, Ivan E. Allen, 
W. G. Cooper and others. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Consti- 
tution, and J. S. Cohen, editor of The 
Journal, were.present by invitation of 
the committee to confer with and act 
with the committee in the _ specific 
matter under consideration. 

Mr. Miller, representing the Southern 
railway, took the position that the 
business between Atlanta and Camp 
Gordon is interurban and is for a trol- 
levy line and not a railroad line to 
handle. Aside from this, however, Mr. 
Miller stated that there are eleven can- 
tonments located on the Southern’s 
system, and that the movement of 
troops and supplies will take every bit 
of equipment that the road can find, 
and will so congest its traffic that it 
will be impracticable for it to inau- 
gurate a shuttle train system between 
Atlanta and Camp Gordon. 

He stated that Louisville, Anniston 
and other points are making demands 
upon the Southern similar to the de- 
mands now being made by Atlanta, and 
that the road cannot give such a serv- 
ice to one city without giving it to 
all, which, he said, would be impossi- 
ble. 


LABOR AND FUEL 
ARE SCARCE.” 


Mr. Miller stated that both labor and 
fuel are so scarce that it is all the 
Southern can do to keep its trains go- 
ing now. He stated that it is probable 
that at the time he was speaking the 
Southern had not more than a 24-hours’ 
supply of coal on hand. He pointed out 
that it requires about five trains to 
move a regiment of approximately 1,400 
mén. When the movement of hundreds 
of thousands of troops starts in Sep- 
tember, he said, the Southern railway 
may find it necessary to withdraw from 
service some of its most important and 
largest trains. ‘‘We have promised the 
government to make these movements 
for them, and we are going to do it, 
no matter what happens,” he said. 

As to utilizing the Southern’s belt 
line from the city to Armour’s and ob- 
taining equipment elsewhere, Mr. Miller 
said that the belt line was constructed! 
for freight service and was hardly 
practicable as a passenger line. 

He said that when the workmen are 
done at Camp Gordon the Southern will 
find it necessary to withdraw even that 
service, and that the very best that the 
Southern can promise to dqto relieve 
the situation is to add some coaches to 
a few of its regular trains for service 
between Atlanta and Camp Gordon. 

Mr. Arkwright, in explaining the po- 
| sition of the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er company, stated that the possibility 
1 of the camp being abandoned at any 
time constituted too great a risk of 
other peoples’ money for his company | 
| to invest $250,000, which, he said, would

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AN INEVITABLE ACTION. 


The unahimous action of the public safety 


committee of the chamber of commerce yes- 
terday in calling upon the transportation 
companies to meet the demands for ade- 
quate carrying facilitres vetween the Camp 
Gordon cantonment and the city was in- 
evitable. 

Not only did the committee unanimously 
insist upon a double track trolley service, 
and put squarely up to the Southern railway 
the absolute necessity for a passenger serv- 
ice between city and cantonment, but it asks 
the Retail Merchants’ association of the city, 
and the civic organizations of the city to 
get behind this most reasonable demand. 

It is inconceivable that between a city of 
200,000 and a cantonment of nearly 50,000 
troops, but little more than twelve miles 
apart, there should be no passenger trans- 
portation service of any kind, and yet that 
is exactly what will happen unless the public 
utility companies take prompt action to pre- 
vent such a calamity. 

At best the trolley line cannot be com- 
pleted under two months—not even the in- 
adequate single track now under construc: 
tion; at least that is the statement of the 
company. 

Before the end of 
40,000 troops will be housed at the canton- 
ment which, with the surrounding popula- 
tion and the thousands of people interested 
will

in the activities of the cantonment, 
mean that, regardless of the population of 
Atlanta, from 50,000 to 75,000 peodle will be 
looking for means of transportation between 
city and cantonment. 

Unless, therefore, the Southern railway 
puts on a schedule of passenger service to 
Camp Gordon, pending the comonletion of 
the trolley line, there will be absolutely no 
means of rail transportation between the 
city and the cantonment, and as far as At- 
lanta is concerned the soldiers might as well 
be located near another city. 

The city of Atlanta simply will not and 
should not permit such a condition to exist 
and it is the duty of every civic organization 
in the city and of*the city council to get 
behind the public safety committee in the 
action it has taken to save the city from 
a disgraceful and an exceedingly damaging

MORE HIGHWAY DELAY. 


Reports from Washington are to the ef- 
fect that the improvemen: of the highway 


between Atlanta and Macon has again been 
delaped by red tape and departmental pro- 


crastination.

More than a year has elapsed ce Geor- 
gia’s pro rata of the federal aid me appro- 
priation by congress was placed at this 
state’s disposal when Georgia should pre- 


to Washington, quibbling and red tape—and, | 


meanwhile, not a dollar of the federal money 
has been received and not a pick has been 
struck into the ground in furtherance of 
Georgia’s highway plans! as 

The state highway commission apparently 
has done everything humanly possible to 
meet the federal requirements whereby to 
get this money released and applied to the 
roads of the state— especially to that stretch 
of highway between Atlanta’ and Macon, 
which is the most important length of road 
in the state. Every request the federal au- 
thorities have made the commission has 
complied with; every bit of information 
they have asked for the commission has 
furnished. Not a stone has been left un- 
turned—-still to date the net result is nil! 

And the time is fast slipping by until the 
fall and winter rains will render road work 
before next spring impossible. 

If this piddling, equivocating, procrastina- 
tion and pettifogging is to continue indefi- 
nitely Georgia might as well quit—it might 
as well save itself at least the expense of 
more will-o’-the-wisp trips to Washington. 

It begins to look as though: that federal 
fund is like the fabled pot of gold at the 
base of the rainbow, and that further run- 
ning after it ‘s useless. 


SCHOOLS AND TAXATION. 


Ex-Senator J. R. Trammell, in a communi- 
cation published elsewhere upon this page, 
disagrees with The Constitution’s position in 
advocacy of local county taxation as the 
only means whereby to build up the country 
schools and bring them to a parity with the 
schools of the cities and towns, 

He contends that “direct state appropria- 
tion is the only just and equitable way of 
building up and maintaining our public 
schools,” and he asks: 

“In what respect is the theory of bet- 
tering our public schools by direct appro- 
priations a mistaken theory? In what 
respect did those legislators who fought 
for an increased appropriation fool them- 
selves and also fool the people?” 

The answer is as plain as the nose on 
one’s face, and it is this: 

By unanimous action the school commis- 
sioners of Georgia, and the state educational 
association, covering the whole state, have 


proven beyond all peradventure of doubt that, 


as The Constitution has repeatedly urged, 
if every dollar that the state levies by direct 
taxation were diverted into the public school 
fund—if every cent were taken away from 
every other branch of the state government, 
disbursed in salaries, for all administrative 
purposes, for charities, for all others of the 
state institutions, and were applied only 
to the public schoole—THE COUNTRY 
SCHOOLS OF GEORGIA WOULD STILL 
BE LEFT IN A STATE OF HOPELESS 
INEFFICIENCY AS COMPARED WITH 
THE SCHOOLS OF THE CITIES AND 
TOWNS! 

If every dollar of state revenue were put 
into the schools—an impossible supposition, 
of course, save for the sake of argument— 
the country children of Georgia would still 
be without high schools, precisely as they 
are now, save in counties which have in- 
voked the local taxation principle! And not 
only would they have no high schools, but 
their common grade schools would remain 
hopelessly inefficient in comparison with the 
urban grade schools! 

We reiterate that the poorest farmer boy 
or farmer girl has as much right to educa- 
tional opportunities as the sons or daughters 
of the towns and cities of the state, but 
they cannot have them—it is an impossi- 
bility—without local county taxation for the 
perfection and maintenance of the country 
schoo! system; this, of ~ourse, in addition 
to the help that the state gives direct. 


A JUST CRITICISM. 


In a recent editorial, which we reproduce 
in another column of this page, The Southern 
Cultivator laments the apparent lack of har- 
mony, if not the jealousy, existing in the 
various gagricultural units of the state gov- 
ernment—and very properly so. 

Instead of pulling at cross purposes and 
against each other these units, each in itself 
doing a good work and inspired by the best 
of motives, no doubt, should be correlated 
and all work together to the one desired 
end. 

We have in Georgia, as The Cultivator 
points out, the state agricultural department, 
the state college of agriculture, the Georgia 
experiment station at Griffin, the state de- 
partment of entomology and the state veteri- 
uary department, each supposed to cover 
one or more specific phases of the agricul- 
tural welfare and progress of the state. 

So closely related is the scope of each 
to that of the others that neither can do 
its best work and operate to the highest 
possibility of efficiency without the co-opera- 
tion of the others. 

There 
is too much duplication of effort; too much 
overlapping; too much confusion, and too 
much waste of valuable talent and endeavor.

Says State Appropriation 
Only Thing for Schools 


‘Editor Constitution: In your editorial in 


today’s Constitution under the caption of 
“The State and the Schoole,’”’ you make some 
etatements which I consider tinproved and 
I refer to that part of your ed- 
itorial in which you say that those legis- 
lators who fought for an increased appro- 
priation for the public schools did so upon 
the mistaken theory that by direct state 
appropriation the country schools can be 
brought to a reasonable standard of effi-' 
ciency. You say, “In this they fooled them- 
selves; and what is worse by far, they fooled 
the people.” 

In what respect, may I ask, is the theory 
of bettering our public schools by direct 
state appropriations a mistaken theory? In 
what respect did these legis'ators who fovght 
fur an imcreased appropriation fool them- 
selves and otso fool the p:rpie? 

I contend that DIRECT STATE APPRO- 
PRIATION is the only just and equitable way 
of building up and maintaining our public 
schools. It is the only plan that will give 
the country boys and girls an equal chance 
for an education with their urban cousins. 

The country people are beginning to real- 
ize that the local tax scheme had its origin 
in the wealth centers and is nurtured and 
advocated by the  tax-dodging interest 
of the _ state. They realize that, under 
the proposed local tax plan, the schools of 
the wealth centers could be bettered at a 
reduced cost while the schools of the coun- 
try districts would be improved at a greatly 
increased cost. ‘They further realize that the 
local tax plan would be detrimental to the 
growth and industrial development of the 
poor rural sections. 

The proper thing for the legislature to do 
is to amend the state constitution so as to 
raise the tax limit for educational purposes 
to 10 or 15 mills. This can be more easily 
done than to force the counties into a local 
tax trap devised and set by the tax-dodging 
interests of the state.

Provisions of Land Title System 


And Effects on Property Shown 


The provisions of the new Torrens system 
of land registration, which was authorized at 
the last session of the legislature, and its 
effects upon property in Georgia are clearly 
set forth in an interesting interview granted 
a Constitution reporter by Judge Arthur G. 
Powell, chairman of the Georgia Bar associa- 
tion committee which prepared the bill. 

Judge Powell shows that this measure is 
one of the most important pieces of legisla- 
tion of recent years, in that it will make the 
state responsible for the title of every parcel 
of land registered under the provisions of this 
act, and in this way will be of immense value 
to all property owners. 

“It is purely optional with the landowner,” 
he says in concluding his review of the bill, 
whether he registers his land or not, and at 
any time after the initial registration that the 
landowner desires to take his land out from 
under the system so that it becomes unregis- 
tered land, he has the right to do so by a sim- 
ple proceeding.” 

The act becomes effective January 1, 1918 

| First Steps in England. 

“Systems for the registration of land titles 
have been known in various parts of the 
world from time immemorial,” he says. “In 


England the first steps in this direction took 
Place about the time of Queen Elizabeth. 
However, the system which has gained the 
Breatest vogue among English-speaking peo- 
ple was that devised by a business man, Mr. 
(afterwards Sir) Robert R. Torrens, in South 
Australia in 1857. ‘he ‘Torrens system proper 
is largely used throughout practically all the 
British possessions wherever scattered. 

“The first attempt to introduce the sys- 
tem into this country was in 1895, when an 
act modeled on the original Torrens act was 
passed in lllinois. The framers of the act 
Overlooked certain constitutional limitations 
Which apply in this country and which do 
not apply in the British empire, and the su- 
preme court of Illinois deciared the act un- 
constitutional. On iike grounds ane act 
passed in Ohio in 1896 was declared uncon- 
astitutional. Beginning with 1897, when lili- 
nois passed a new statute on the subject, 
making sulficient changes in the methods of 
procedure to eliminate the constitutional ob- 
jections for which the previous act had been 
declared void, the progress and development 
of land registration systems which seek the 
same end as the Torrens system, but which 
adopt slightly different methods, have been 
steady throughout the United States until 
today such systems exist in more than one- 
tourth of the United States, in the Philip- 
pine Islands, Porto HKHico and Hawaii. 

“The evils against which the systems of 
land registration are aimed are mainly these: 
Under modern methods of evidencing titles 
to land the proof of the title generally lies 
in a chain ot deeds running back through a 
series of years, influenced and affected by 
such possession as may be held on the land 
itself; also by public records, and, further- 
more, frequently by facts neither written nor 
recorded, but resting merely in information 
of persons who are subject to death and for- 
getfulness. Therefore, under our present sys- 
tem, the evidence of ownership is drawn out 
over such an extent of years as to involve 
it in great doubt and difficulties. It also 
involves upon each land owner the necessity 
of preserving a large number of documents 
and other data in order to support his title. 
The old system also gives opportunity for 
the springing up of rival titles to the same 
piece of land. The result is that the land 
owner and those dealing with him rarely 
know with certainty that a title is good. 
Further, growing out of the fact that a chain 
of titles must run from year to year, the law 
has found it necessary to place such _ re- 
straints upon the methods by which lands 
shall be dealt with, as to make land transac- 
tions cumbersome and frequently expensive. 


Not a Liquid Security. 


‘The result is that while land is the 
most permanent of all securities and its value 
more stable than that of most commodities, it 
cannot be used as a liquid security; with the 
further result that the value of the land is 
diminished, both on account of the doubts 
as to the title and on account of the inability 
of the owner to use it freely and in the 
same manner as he might use stocks, bonds 
or other liquid securities. 

“It would not be expedient to go into all 
the details by which the land registration 
act which became law this week in Georgia 
Obviates these evils and succeeds in making 
the sole conclusive evidence of land title to 
consist in the single certificate recorded on 
the publig record and a duplicate thereof in 
the owner’s possession—a certificate that can 
be used in as free and easy a manner as if 
it were a stock certificate or a government 
bond. However, it is possible to give a gen- 
eral idea of the provisions of the system by 
taking a supposed case. 

“We will suppose that John Jones owns a 
farm; that he desires to register it. The first 
thing is to settle the title as against the 
world. In other words, John must establish 
that he is the true owner of the land he 

roposes to register. This is accomplished 
i his filing a suit against the world as 
well as against the land in rem, as the law- 
yers cal) it. This is filed in the superior 
court of the county where the land lies. In 
his petition John must name all persons 
whom he knows or believes to have any lien, 
interest, equity or claim to the land, or in- 
terest therein, and all other persons ‘whom 
it may concern.’ The clerk issues process 
against all the named defendants; and all 
known defendants, resident in this state, are 
served with notice as in ordinary cases, and 
all unknown claimants and non-residents, and 
all claimants included under the phrase 
‘whom it may concern’ are served by the pub- 
lication of notice in the local newspaper. 
The sheriff also goes upon the land and seizes 
it constructively by posting a notice upon it; 
also by serving notice to all persons upon 
the land above the age of fourteen years. In 
special cases other details for making the 
service complete are provided in the act. 

“When the petition is filed the judge of

There are no serious 
disturbances of health from it, and atten- 
tion to diet and perhaps some medication 
internally, generally brings about perma- 
nent relief. (‘vstic goiter is the knob-like 
swelling of one or more parts of the thyroid 
It produces no disturbance of health except- 
Ing sometimes voice changes or difficulty of 
swallowing. Surgery is generally necessary 
cure, though sometimes X-ray seems to 
overcome very small cystic enlargements 
Exophthalmic goiter is the least noticeable 
of all, so far as thyroid enlargement is. con- 
cerned, biut the gland pours into the bluod 
excess of secretion, and causes great nervous 
irritability, rapid heart beat, palpitation 
prominent staring eyes, tremor, loss of 
weight and strength. Bxophthalmic goiter 
responds to the open air rest cure in most 
cases, and sometimes may be cured bv X-} 
treatments. A few cases demand sa 
intervention as a life-saving measure

Uncle Sam the Biggest Paymaster; 
8,000 Men Are Busy at Cantonment 


There are many big; large business enter- 
prises in Atlanta, with big payrolls, but for 
the last few weeks, and for several weeks 
to come at least, they have all yielded the 
palm to Uncle Sam. 

In government work at Camp 
many thousands of men are kept busy all 
day long, the payroll is more than $110,000 
a week, the working force is scattered over 
an area of four miles, and every week hun- 
dreds of thousands are paid out by the gov- 
ernment in contracting bills. 

While much interest has been centered in 
the progress of construction of buildings and 
other matters pertaining to the erection of 
the cantonment, very little has been said 
about the system of checking and accounting 
for the immense amount of material and 
monster payroll. 

The government keeps a clear and ac- 
curate check on every foot of lumber and 
every pound of material used in the camp 
and every penny paid out to employees. The 
system employed is of such an accurate na- 
ture that the entire payroll is paid and re- 
ceipted in about two hours, and contractors’ 
bills, amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a week, are paid promptly within 24 
hours of their presentation. 

At the beginning of the building of the 
cantonments the government saw that it 
could not handle these matters through mili- 
tary channels. It at once turned them over 
to the American Institute of Accountants. 

The institute immediately put twelve men 
in charge of the checking-up of the affairs 
of the sixteen great army cantonments. These 
men first drew up a manual of instructions, 
and then proceeded to get down to the rou- 
tine work of the accounting.

Jt is the basis of nitro-cellulose, the 
most powerful explosive known. The 
United States is reported to be using 
1,000,000 bales of cotton each yearin her 
Own munition plants. Hlow much Ger- 
many is using no one knows. 
more or less official, have stated that 
the enemy has devised a method of us- 
ing wood-cellulose, but it is less effi- 
cient and deteriorates more rapidly 
than gun cotton. 

Importance of Cotton in War. 


Reports, 


The importance of cotton-in the war 
is strikingly emphasized in a story by 
Aaron Hardy Ulm, formerly an Atlanta 
newspaper man, published in The Na- 
tion’s Business for August: 

“A 12-inch gun disposes of a half 
bale of cotton with every shot fired. 

“A machine gun in operation will use 
up a bale in three minutes. 

“In a naval battle, like the one off 
Jutland, from five to six thousand 
pounds a minute are consumed by each 
active warship. 

“It takes more 
year to provide 
staunch and bind 
injured. 

“One change of apparel for all the 
troops now engaged in the war repre- 
sents more than a million bales. 

“One hundred thousand bales will be 
required to equip our proposed aero- 
plane fleet if cotton, as may be neces-

“This country is now turning nearly 
a million bales a year into explosives 
alone. 

Of course, Germany has been unable 
to import any cotton directly from the 
United States since the: outbreak of the 
war, but has supplied her 
munition plants by means of the st 
on hand and such supplies as she 
able to obtain from her neutral neigh- 
bors, as well as from Turkey.

None of 
these ‘countries will guarantee that no 
supplies reach Germany. Some of them 
insist that it is the right of neutrals 
to buy where they please and to sell 
— they can find a profitable mar- 
et. 

“Sweden has just sold 200,000 tons of 
wood pulp for cellulose. This is to be 
used to fight us; England has inter- 
fered with the trade of these neutral 
countries with her blockade. 

“If we refused clearances to these 
neutrals without guaranties, there 
would be no need for the blockade, as 
an ally it is our duty to give the Eng- 
lish navy this relief. 

“A foreign control of our exports 
would be most unfortunate. It might 
happen that such a method would re- 
strict trade; this we wish to avoid. 
Export control will not only keep cot- 
ton from the enemy, but will really 
keep trade routes open. This will mean 
a broader market and better trade, 
which will mean higher prices than 
might otherwise prevail.’ 


Fuller Callaway on Committee. 


At a meeting held in Washington on 
June 22 last, attended by representa- 
tives of the National Association of 
Cotton Manufacturers and the Ameri- 
can Cotton Manufacturers’ association, 
the last named including the southern 
mills men, resolutions were recom- 
mended to the National Council of Cot- 
ton Manufacturers for adoption by the 
national council pledging to the depart- 
ment ofscommerce, through the Textile 
Alliance, its co-operation to “aid in 
regulating the exportation and impor- 
tation of cotton, cotton waste and man- 
ufactures of cotton and the preserva- 
tion of our increasing export trade in 
cotton goods.” 

Fuller E. Callaway, of LaGrange, 
Ga., was a member of the committee 
appointed under this resolution by the 
chairman, Edward Farnham Greene. 
The commij he same day and 
tendered ~its services to the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce of the 
department of commerce. The commit- 
tee met again in Washington on July 
10 with Dr. E. E. Pratt, formerly chief 
of this bureau, and presented to him a 
proposed plan which he agreed to lay 
before the administration board of the 
export council. 

In justification of their plan, the 
National Association of Cotton Manu- 
facturers has issued this statement: 

“Every member of the northern or 
southern association present at the gen- 
eral or special meeting held in Wash- 
ington was in favor of so controlling 
exports that no raw cotton or the prod- 
ucts of cotton should reach Germany. 
It was distinctly agreed by everyone 
that whatever effect on price such con- 
trol might have was not to be consid- 
ered, ag the country could not afford 
to aid the enemy in any way, no matter 
what the cost might be. 


Cotton Necessary to War. 


“Cotton is one of the most necessary, 
if not the most necessary, factor in the 
conduct of war on account of its gen- 
eral use as an explosive. It has been 
estimated that the total amount of 
cotton used by the allies for powder 
amounts to 3,000,000 bales a year, while 
the Teutonic needs amount to 2,600,000 
bales. The above figures show what 
power this country has if it furnishes 
the allies and Keeps cotton from Ger- 
many. Notwithstanding the leakages 
of cotton into Germany, that country 
is beginning to feel the need of cotton. 
It is now making part of its explosives 
from wood pulp, as is evidenced by the 
decreased effectigeeness of the artillery 
fire as well as by the recent purchase 
of 200,000 tons of wood pute from 
Sweden. This is a war of artillery;

Must Know Where Cotton Goes. 

“We must know where our cotton 
goes and to what uses it is put. We 
can only know if we control its export.

Why should Germany be permitted to 
get American cotton for her war explo- 
sives and her soldiers’ clothes? 
parently hundreds of millions of pounds 
have gone to Germany by way of neu- 
tral countries. There are exceedingly 
good grounds for belief that in recent 
months cotton has reached Germany 
through Italian ports. In 1914, accord- 


ation, Germany operated 11,404,944 spin- 
dles; figures recently published by the 
Textile Recorder, of England, show 
only 865,074 spindles running, or 12 
out of every 13 spindles idle. If this

On Monday, September 10, just three 
weeks from now, the doors of the 
schools will be thrown open, and once 
more 25,000 school children will begin 
their tasks of learning their three “Rs.” 

School for the teachers—normal 
school—will begin even earlier, Tues- 
day, September 4. The teachers will 
go to school for one week before the 
schools open. 

Registration of school children at the 
offices in the city hall.of the superin- 
tendent of schools will close next Sat- 
urday, August 25. A pupil who does 
not register for a seat before that time, 
and who does not already hold a cou- 
pon for a seat, is hardly likely to se- 
cure a seat when the fall term opens. 

Will Assign Children. 

After August 25 clerks in the 
school department will begin to place 
the registered pupils in schools nearest 
their place of residence. If there is no 
room to place a child in the nearest 
school to the place of residence, the 
next nearest school will be designated. 

Seating conditions at Tech High 
school will be very congested. Over 
900 have already registered for attend- 
ance at Tech High, and fully 1,200 are 
expected to attend. 

By leasing the old Jackson home on 
Capitol square, eight ddditional recita- 
tion rooms have been provided for the 
Girls’ High school. Most of the first 
grade work wij]l be carried on in this 
building. About 1,200 girls are ex- 
pected to attend. 

Seating conditions are ample for the 
500 boys expected to attend Boys’ High 
school, and Commercial High school is 
able to take care of 900 pupils expected 
here. 

Superintendent of Schools J. C. Ward- 
law stated Saturday that he saw no 
necessity for having double sessions in 
any of the white schools, but that pos- 
sibly a few classes might be required 
to hold afternoon sessions in addition 
tO morning sessions in the colored 
schools.

PATRIOTISM CAPTURES 
ANTE-DRAFT. MEETING 


Several Hundred Gather at 
Statesboro and Friends of 
Government Carry Day. , 


Statesboro, Ga., August 19.—(Spe- 
cilal.)\—At the wind-up of the anti- 
draft meeting held in the courthouse 
here yesterday afternoon, it was evi- 
dent that the advocates of the meet- 
ing were outnumbered by a large ma- 


jority. The meeting had been adver- 
tised for the purpose of offering a pe- 
tition to congress to repeal the con- 
scription law. Long after the hour set 


for the meeting the crowd sat waiting. 
It was evident that no organization had 
been perfected, and T. J. Denmark of- 
fered the name of Judge John F. Bran- 


nen as chairman. Mr. Brannen de- 
clined the nomination, Saying it was 
a well-known fact that he was a Wil- 
son man from bottom to top and was 
not qualified for the place. Mr. Den- 
mark then nominated Colonel A. M. 
Deal, and in him no stronger supporter 
»Of the administration could be found in 
Bulloch county. Colonel Deal accepted 
the nomination and took the chair, de- 
claring that he had never been called 
on by city, county, state or country and 
did not accept. J. S. Kenan, also in 
accord with the law, was made secre- 
tary. 
Appeal for Good Order. 


Realizing the trouble resulting from 

similar meetings, Mr. Denmark made 
an appeal for wisdom and moderation 
and urged those present not to say any- 
thing to offend any one. 
_ Just before the meeting started those 
in favor of the law threw a “gaff” in 
the antis when friends of Samuel Wil- 
liams, confederate veteran and one of 
the oldest citizens in the county, as- 
sisted him in the court room, preceded 
by a large American fiag. Mr. Wil- 
liams is very feeble and had to be 
supported. 

Chairman Deal repeatedly “opened the 
doors’ for some “brother” to express 
himself, and after holding a Quaker’'s 
meeting for some time Herbert Frank- 


lin offered the following resolution: 

“We, the undersigned citizens of 
Bulloch county, Ga., hereby respect- 
fully urge upon congrsss the immedi- 
ate passage of H. R. 5181 by Hon. Wil- 
liam W: Mason, of Illinois, which reads 
as follows: ‘Providing that none of 
the drafted or conscripted men provid- 
ed for herein, shall be sent out of the 
territorial limits of the United States 
of America, unless such conscripted 
or drafted men shall volunteer for such 
service,’ ”’ 

A motion was made to limit the 
Speaking to ten minutes, but some be- 
came so enthused after statrting that 
the limit was excéeded in several in- 
stances. 

Judge Brannen, who declined the 
chairmanship, declared he had one son 
who had done service on the border 
and two others that had been drafted. 
He said he was opposed to the law be- 
fore it was enacted, but it was too late 
now—he was squarely behind the presi- 
dent, and, turning to the large flag, 
said: “If we keep there, that flag will 
float in Berlin.” This brought a storm 
of applause. There were about seven 
hundred hey in the courthouse. 

Colonel G. 8S Johnston then appealed 
to the audience to uphold the flag; that 
it was better to go to France and fight 
the Germans than have them come over 
here. His adress was logical and, at 
his conclusion, he declared he had one 
s0n who had been drafted and he was 
going.

RICHMOND RETURNS 
SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Augusta, Ga., August 19.—(Special.) 
Richmond county $1,194,770 richer 
this year than last, according to the 
compilation of tax returns which have 
just been consolidated by Tax Receiver 
C, A. Steed and forwarded to Judge J. 
C. Hart, state tax commissioner, at At- 
lanta. 

The tax digest for this year aggre- 
gates $32,589,993, as compared with 
$31,395,223 in 1916. The increase this 
year is several hundred thousand dol- 
lars more than the increase of 1916 
over 19165. 

An interesting item of the tax re- 
ceiver'’s report is the city real estate 
end of it. Despite the $4,000,000 con- 
flagration which devastated the city 
in March, 1916, the returns on city real 
estate for 1917—the first time since 
returns have been made for state and 
county assessment since the fire— 
show a decrease of only $89,050 over 
1916. This means that new buildings 
have gone up in the year and a half 
since the fire of sufficient value to al- 
most completely offset the destruction 
wrought by the conflagration.
